A five story playhouse, to cost $100,- 
000, Jit the com er of Rivingtou and 
Cannon streets, on the east side of 
New York city, is now being planned 
by the Parks and Playgrounds asso­ 
ciation of New York. 
The association 
j has a playground on this site which is 
5 0 by 100, but it fails to accommodate 
more than a quarter of the children 
within the radius of two blocks, and 
there is no more ground space avail­ 
able. 
The playhouse is to lie 
five 
stories high, with a roof garden. 
T his 
will make room for the children in 
layers. 
“The building will really be an out­ 
door 
affair,” 
declared 
Mr. 
Howard 
Bradstreet, secretary of the associa­ 
tion. 
“ All the walls will be opened, 
with only a sliding partition arrange­ 
ment in case of very heavy rain or 
snow. 
The children will be just as 
much in the air as they are down cn 
the playground now, and we shall be 
able to admit five times as many. 
Nearly 2,(H>0 children have had their 
cent a month tickets for oar little 50 
by 100 feet lot since last June, and we 
have had to turn away many more.” 


Gy m nas ium s and a Roof Garden. 
The playhouse is the first of its kind 
ever planned. 
The roof garden, where 
the air is freshest, will be for the 
sickly little folks, who will be taken 
up in an elevator. 
Around the edge 
will be boxes of earth in which the 
children can plant seeds and bulbs and 
have their own little gardens. 
In the 
center will be a pavilion or shelter for 
the ones who are too frail for even 
this mild exercise. 
The top floor will bo a gymnasium 
for boys over ten, with heavy and light 
apparatus, as well as room for basket­ 
ball. 
it is hoped, if the money holds 
out. t » put a swimming pool in the 
cellar far the older boys, but this may 
have to be delayed till more funds are 
available.

NEW BIPLANE TYPE AIRSHIP. 


Prov idence Inv entor Believ es Ho Has 
Solv ed Aerial Problem. 
With an airship which he b elieves 
will eclipse the b est efforts of the 
Wright b rothers, Otto Herman of Prov­ 
idence. Ii. 1 , automob ile mechanic ami 
inventor of novelties, plans to make 
his first flight within the next few 
weeks, prob ab ly in Providence. 
Mr. Herman’s machine is of the b i­ 
plane type and differs from the Wright 
models chiefly in having smaller wings 
and the steering planes and the pilot’s 
sent iu front.
